DR. N. F. FISHER 
OF COLLEGE BD. 
DIES IN CHICAGO 


Dr. Nelson Franklin Fisher. 63. 
alumnus of Gettysburg College in 
the class of 1918 and a m em ber 
of the college board of trustees, 
died Saturday in Chicago after an 
illness of six weeks from m ye­ 
loma. 
Dr. 
Fisher had 
practiced in­ 
ternal medicine in Chicago for 30 
years and w as also widely known 
as a big gam e hunter. He had 
m ade num erous hunting expedi­ 
tions to Africa and Alaska. 
The deceased was a native of 
Selinsgrove and a son of the late 
William A. and M argaret Gem- 
berling Fisher. He was graduated 
from Milton High School in 1914 
and from G ettysburg College in 
the class of 1918. He served in 
World W ar I as a first lieutenant 
and after his m ilitary service re­ 
entered 
G ettysburg College 
for 
pre medical studies. He entered 
Rush Medical School of the Uni­ 
versity of Chicago in 1920 and in 
1923 earned a Ph.D. from the Uni­ 
versity of Chicago in physiology. 
For a year he was assistant pro­ 
fessor at Baylor University Medi­ 
cal School and held a sim ilar 
position for a year at the U niver­ 
sity 
of 
Illinois. 
He 
re-entered 
Rush Medical School in 1926 and 
received his M.D. there. He in­ 
terned at St. Luke’s Hospital in 
Chicago and practiced since that 
tim e in Chicago. 
He was the author of a num ­ 
ber of m edical 
papers dealing 
with glands and internal secre­ 
tions. In his student days he was 
a m em ber of the Phi Beta Kappa 
and Sigma Chi fraternities. 
In 
1930. 
he m arried 
Miriam 
Wilber of Beuna Vista, Colo., and 
they had five chldren. In addi­ 
tion to the children he is survived 
by a brother and three sisters 
and four grandchildren. 
Funeral services will be held 
Wednesday at 1:30 p m. in Chi­ 
cago.

The National Merit Qualifying 
Test is a three-hour m easure of 
educational development and col­ 
lege aptitude. 
Em phasis is on 
broad intellectual skills and on

has been 
learned rather 
than on sheer knowledge of facts. 
The test 
results will 
be re ­ 
ported to all participating schools 
before the beginning of the sen­ 
ior year in tim e for use by seniors 
and

college and the mast appropriate 
courses to m ajor in.

AT 6TH ANNDAL 
CONVENTION 


“The Ways Public Schools Can 
Enrich Teacher Education” were 
outlined by Dr. Florence Strate- 
m ever. professor of education at 
Teachers College. Columbia Uni­ 
versity. at the closing session of 
the sixth annual convention (rf the 
Pennsylvania Association for Stu­ 
dent Teaching Saturday at Get­ 
tysburg College. Ninety-thre- edu­ 
cators were registered for the tw'o- 
day assembly. 


The student-teacher should learn 
to teach by principles rath er than 
by patterns or personalities. He 
should 
lie 
helped 
to 
learn 
to 
analyze 
principles. 
And 
these 
principles should lie applied to 
the teacher's work with his col­ 
leagues 
and 
adm inistrators 
as 
well as students. Teachers, too, 
are individuals, Dr. Str^tem eyer 
declared. 
“ Preparation for teaching should 
not be done ‘on-the-job’ in full­ 
tim e service. A true internship 
is needed. Preparation for teach­ 
ing is a growth process, and you 
can’t hurry it,” she m aintained. 
“ Public School doors should be 
open for pre- and 
post-student 
teaching situations. Schools should 
be used for laboratory experiences 
as much as the library is used 
for reading. They should be used 
to reinforce the 
im portance of 
what the college is teaching by 
dm onstrating those concepts 
in 
their teaching. What is demon­ 
strated has twice the weight of 
what is said. 
“ Furtherm ore, teachers need to 
explore suggestions for new or 
different ways of working. They 
should always be willing to ex­ 
perim ent. 
“ Public 
schools 
should 
work 
with colleges to im prove student 
teaching program s. The form er 
should 
share 
experiences 
and 
srve 
as consultants 
in college 
planning,” she added.

KENNEDY SAYS 
SENATE LABOR 
BILL IS STRONG

WASHINGTON <AP»->Sen. John 
F. Kennedy (D-Masst said today 
| he does not see how President 
Eisenhower could decline to ap­ 
prove the 
Senate-passed 
Labor 
regulation bill. 


The Kill, passed 90-1 by the Sen­ 
ate Saturday, went through that 
body without inclusion of several 
provisions the administration has 
insisted are needed for effective 
labor legislation.

I which would limit .sharply organ­ 
izational picketing, ban all second­ 
ary boycotts, and let state agen­ 
cies handle labor cases in which 
the N a t i o n a l Labor Relations 
Board refuses to take jurisdiction, 
There is no forum now for han­ 
dling such cases. 


Would Harm Unions 
Kennedy, author of the bill, re­ 
listed strong efforts in the nine 
days of Senate floor debate to 
write* all three of these points into 
the hill He contended that they 
either were unworkable or would 
harm legitimate union interests. 


Kennedy said he was confident 
the measure would lie recognized 
as a strong, effective measure to 
clean up many abuses in unions
